A. C. Pack, arretted in this isity and 
lodged in jail on a charge of forgery, 
proved to be an escaped inmate of the 
a&ylum at Lexington, which was dis- 
closed after an investigation made by 
the police of this city Wednesday, and 
he was returned to that institution. 

Pack, who gave Cincinnati as his 
home, had been around Paris several 
days and appeared to be in search of 
employment. He applied at a number 
of|places but without result. Tuesday 
morning he entered the store of Mr. 
James Daugherty on Main street and 
asked to be given a blank First 
National Bank check. 

Securing the check he stepped on his ! 
way out of the store at a desk and fill- 
ed out the check for $9 which was 
made payable to himself and signed 
the name of J. A. Daugherty. Going 
across the street he presented it to the 
manager of the National Five and Ten 
Cent Store, and asked for the money 
upon it, but payment was refused, 
hie then agreed to discount ♦he check 
rather than go to the bank,and he was 
again refused. 

Pack thei went to the grocery store 
of S. T. Chipley on South Main street 
and presented the check. Being refus- 
ed he went across the street .o Curtis 
Henry's, agreeing again to discount 
the cbeek bat Mr. Henry declined to 
give him the money. In the meantime 
Mr. Chipley called Mr. Daogherty 
over the telephone, who informed him 
the check waa a forgery and told him 
to hold the man. Pack retumvd in a 
few minutes and Mr. Chipley, who 
was on the lookout for thira, informed 
him he had gotten some money in and 
would cash the check. Detaining him 
a few imnutes Chief of Police Elgin 
arrived un tne scene and took the tman 
into custody. 

On being searched at the jail anoth- 
er check payable to A. C. Pack was 
found in his possession which was 
made out for $9 and the name of J. W. 
White signed to it. Pack, who look- 
ed to be about 19 years of age appear- 
ed at the boarding house of Mrs. Lina 
Cox and asked for aocommudations. 
Upon being informed he would ha/e to 
pay in advance he went away but re- 
turned shortly afterward with an order 
bearing the signature of B. P. Thom- 
as. He claimed he had secured 
employment at the tailoring establish- 
ment of Thomas Bros. 

Pack, at times acted queerly which 
prompted the police to institute an 
investigation before taking the man 
to trial. On bis shirt was found the 
number ''GS," which led them to be- 
lieve he had escaped from an asylum 
and Chief of Police Elgin' got into 
immediate communication with the 
authorities at LakeUnd. 

He gave a description of the man 
held in custody which was ioentical 
with that of one cf the inmates who 
had escaped from that institution last 
Sunday. Wednesday afternoon an at- 
tache of the aaylum came to Paris and 
identified the man, who wae taken 
back to Lexington.

Keatodnr Tobacco W«rtl is 
Tears. 

The government has made an ex- 
hauntive report on the tobacco crop. 

In the hurley district only 61 per 
cent of the 1910 area was planted. 
Planting was irregular owing to the 
irregular rains. The present condition 
does not indicate a good crop. 

The Paducah district as a whole hss 
about 66 per cent of last year's acre- 
age. The stand is bad and the pros- 
pect is for a late inferior crop. 

The crop in the Henderson district 
is two weeks late, with a bad stand, 
the condition being the worst in sever- 
al years, the government says. 

The ^condition in the upper Green 
Kiver district does not indicate a good 
crop. On account of the low prices 
last year very little burley has been 
planted in this district. 

Prospects in the upper Cumberland 
district are declared to be "the poorest 
ill several years." 

Concerning the Clarksville and Hop- 
kinsville district the report says that 
the prospect is "for the shortest and 
poorest crop in years." 

Kentucky's total tobacco acreage 
this year is given as 310,500 by the 
government. The condition I of the 
crop of the State at large is .69, as 
against .88 in 1910 and a ten-year aver- 
age of .84.

An exchange says: Wheat is now 
chesper than corn, and is said by those 
who have tried it to be much better 
feed, but there are some farmers now 
selling their wheat at the mill at 80 
cents per bushel and at the time buy- 
ing corn to feed at a greater price per 
bushel. Besides neing of a leally bet- 
ter feed value pound for pouni, there 
are four pounds more in a boshel of 
wheat than in a bushel of eoro. A 
gentleman told us the other day, says 
an exchaoge. that wheat put in water 
at night to soak ontil the next morn- 
ing for feed was far better for hogs 
than corn in any form, and now that it 
is cheaper than cosn farmon should 
certainly make the very best of the 
situation and give the feeding of 
wheat a thorough trial.

Reports of 478 State banks to the 
Secertar'y ot' State as of July 18 show 
total assets of $104,942,433.37, as 
against $104,865,254 37 on June 30 last 
year, an increase of $677,000 in naaats.

_ Pellagra Spreading. 

The sptead of pellagra in the moun- 
tain counties of Eastern Kentucky has 
become so alarming and deaths from 
the disease have become ndmerona. 

Anoou' cement was made frua the 
Gastern Kentucky Asylum at Lexiug- 
ton Tuesday morning that another 
death, making the third in all since 
the disaese^made its appearance, has 
occurred there from pellagra, and that 
there are now between twenty and 
twenty-five cases at the intsitotion, 
with a number of suspects under sur- 
veillance. 

As only seventeen c^ses were re- 
ported last week, thin latest bulletin 
indicates that the disease is spreading. 

The latest victim was Rhetta liol- 
comb. aged forty years, of Letcher 
county. The woman had been an in- 
mate of the intsitution for two years 
and developed tiM diieaae aiaea lieing 
there. 

Inscription Grew With Vegetable. 

Vegetable marrows which, when 
young, had inscriptions cut on them 
were a feature of the exhibition of 
the Homsey (Eng.) Allotment associ- 
ation. The inscriptions grow with the 
produca, and on one large specimen 
the Lord's prayer was neatly en-
